The company 
is currently involved in nego- 
tiations with Santiago over 
compensation for its share of 
the Chile Telephone Company, 
which was taken over last Oc- 
tober. 

If a Senate inquiry is or- 
dered, it would be the second 
into the affairs of I.T.T. The 
Senate Judiciary Committee is 
looking into charges that the 
company offered to help fi- 
nance this year’s Republican 
national cpnvention in return 
for a favorable settlement of an 
antitrust case by the Depart- 
ment of Justice.

Nixon’s Message Cited 

At his regular news briefing, 
Mr. Bray first read the sectiom 
on Chile from President Nixon’s' 
annual State of (the World 
Message, sent to Congress last 
month. The section said: “The 
hemisphere community is big 
enough and tolerant enough to 
accept a diversity of national 
approaches to human goals. 
We, therefore, deal realistically 
with governments as they are, 
right and left.” 

Mr. Bray went on to read a 
passage in the message that 
said the United States respect- 
ed “the hemispheric principle 
of nonintervention” and that 
“Chile’s leaders will not be 
charmed out of their deeply 
held convictions by gestures on 
our part.” 

He then pronounced as an 
official State Department state- 
ment: “Any ideas of thwarting 
the Chilean constitutional proc- 
ess following the election of 
1970 were firmly rejected by j 
this Administration.” 

Answering questions, Mr. 
Bray said that his statement 
also covered the period after 
President Allende’s inaugura- 
tion on Nov. 3, 1970. Dr. Al- 
lende was elected on Sept. 4 
and his election was confirmed 
by the Chilean Congress on 
Oct. 24.

The memorandum said that 
on Seprt. 15, Ambassador Korry 
“finally received a message 
from the State Department giv- 
ing him the green light to move 
in the name of President 
Nixon.” 

“The message gave him max- 
imum authority to do all pos- 
sible — short of a Dominican 
Republic-type action — to keep 
Allende from taking power,” 
the purported message said. 
This referred to the landing 
of American troops in the Do- 
minican Republic in 1965 to 
cut short a civil war. 

Pressed by newsmen for com- 
ment other than that these as- 
sertions were in the category 
of “hearsay” or “opinion,” Mr. 
Bray said he wanted to dis- 
courage “speculation” that the 
I.T.T. report might be true after 
in the light of his refusal to 
issue an outright denial. 

Later in the day, senior State 
Department officials said that 
“there was n<o room for a green 
light” to Ambassador Korry in 
the framework of the policy as 
stated by Mr. Bray. But they, 
too, shied away from a formal 
denial, though speaking un- 
officially.

Under Secretary of State John 
N. Irwin 2d had assured the 
Chilean Ambassador, Orlando 
Letelier, that the United States 
had committed no “wrong- 
doing” in its dealing with the 
Allende Government.

New Campaign Charged 

The Government press and 
television system are now de- 
voting most of their space 
and time to the purported doc- 
uments, claiming that they not 
only confirm the left-wing 
charges of 1970, but also show- 
that there is a campaign at 
present to topple Dr. Allende 
and that t^e C.I.A. is behind it. 

Many of the papers were the 
work of a private intelligence 
unit made up of former news- 
papermen, most of whom had 
experience ih Latin America, 
employed by I.T.T. The com- 
pany has extensive investments 
in Latin America in telephones, 
communications equipment, 
manufacturing, hotels and car] 
rental. 

“The revelations in the 
United States of the documents 
should convince every Chilean 
that the nation’s independence 
is at stake today,” said Jaime 
Gazmuri, a Social Christian 
leader and supporter of Dr. 
Allende.

The Anderson documents 
that have the greatest im- 
pact on tj.§. relations 
abroad, talking of a “green 
light” from President Nixon 
for a coup in Chile, are 
drawn from obscure and 
questionable sources. 

While the documents that 
Jack Anderson says were ob- 
tained from the Washington 
ITT office show in astonish- 
ing detail just whom the 
company officials were but- 
tonholing in the United 
States, this is not the case in 
the equally sensational mes- 
sages from two ITT officials 
in Latin America. 

The messages not only 
talk of active U.S. interven- 
tion, but make embarrassing 
assessments of former Presi- 
dent Eduardo Frei and his 
relations with then-Ambas- 
sador Edward Korry. 

These tidbits have pro- 
voked intensive press cover- 
age here. Socialist President 
Salvador Allende, the target 
of the alleged coup attempt, 
has remained silent and or- 
dered his government to do 
likewise. 

The distinction between 
the documents said to origi- 
nate in the United States 
and those that were sent 
there from Latin America is 
an important one. 

Two former newsmen em- 
ployed by ITT as public rela- 
tions officials for the compa- 
ny’s Latin American opera- 
tions have been revealed as 
authors of the dispatches 
from the field. 4

Hendrix and especially 
Berrellez visited often in 
Santiago during the elec- 
toral period of late 1970, as 
did a large number of U.S. 
newsmen. One of the prime 
sources of news and opin- 
ion, in individual and col- 
lective “backgrounders,” was 
Korry, himself a former UPI 
reporter. 

The ITT men did not at- 
tend these sessions, but 
they, too, were, in the words 
of an official, “in and out 
of the embassy.” 

It is possible, but unprov- 
able, that Korry or some 
equally informed official, re- 
vealed to the ITT men what 
was never hinted at among 
newsmen. But by my per- 
sonal account and those of 
other newsmen present, 
Korry never alluded to any- 
thing like the two colorful 
quotes’ content. 

On the other hand, such 
stories were rife in the ru- 
mor mills of Santiago’s then- 
desperate right wing.

WASHINGTON, March 22- 
Jack Anderson made public to- 
day, additional material purport- 
ing to show — beyond the re- 
ports dn his syndicated columns 
earlier this week— the extent 
of the efforts by the Interna- 
tional Telephone and Telegraph 
Corporation in 1970 against 
President Salvador Allende Gos- 
sans of Chile. 

This material, which was 
made available to news media, 
traced what were said to be the 
activities of the giant corpora- 
tion to block Dr. Allende’s in- 
auguration and latef to push 
the United States into policies 
designed to bring about his 
downfall. 

- Neither % I.T.T, nor the Nixon 
Administration was willing to 
discuss the Anderson papers 
even to the extent of whether 
they are authentic. 

The documents also por- 
trayed the corporation in the 
role of recommending new 
United States policies for all 
of Latin America. 

Internal company memoranda 
allegedly written by I.T.T. offi- 
cials recounted interviews with 
leading United States policy- 
makers and offered highly criti- 
cal appraisals of their positions 
and personalities, notably in 


the cases of the Assistant Sec- 
retary of State for Inter-Ameri- 
can Affairs, Charles A. Meyer, 
•and the former Ambassador to 
Chile, Edward M. Kerry. Neither 
was available for comment. 

Several Senators urged an in- 
vestigation by the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee into 
the involvement of American 
corporations in the process of 
foreign policy formulation in 
Washington, focusing on the 
alleged I.T.T. involvement in 
the Chilean situation.
